Other Requirements. 


Heating rooms and work 
rooms must be cut off from oth- 
er parts of the building by fire- 
resistant walls, ceilings and 
floors; two exits are required at 
different ends of floors used for 
occupancy; stairways must be 
inclosed with fireproof materi- 
als, except where sprinklers are 
installed; the minimum width of 
doors is 30 inches. 

Decorative materials in the 


extinguishers must be on all 
floors; signs have to be in- 
stalled to point to the nearest 
exit; there must be one at- 
tendant for each 25 residents 
and one standby attendant in 
homes which are built of fire- 
resistant material and served 
by municipal fire departments, 
and one attendant for each 15 
residents in a fireproof home 
not served by a municipal fire 
department. 

In addition to these regula- 
tions, Tatnall told the Post- 
Dispatch, there are many de- 
tails such as a well-organized 
and drafted evacuation plan for 
each home and regular inspec- 
tions by regulating authorities.

He said the minimum stand- 
ards code for the state will ap- 
ply to all types of nursing 
homes and there will be no 
down-grading of standards. He 
declared that those nursing 
home operators who do not cor- 
rect conditions within a reason- 
able time after the code goes 
into effect will have to close. 

The Governor explained that 
by “minimum standards” he 
means that nursing homes will 
not be permitted to get below 
the standards set up in the code 
and remain in operation. They 
must conform at least to the 
standards in the code, he ex- 

lained.

HELD INSANE, BUT

NEW YORK, March 1 (AP)— 
Despite a psychiatrist report 
that George Metesky was legally 
insane, a general sessions court 
judge yesterday ordered him to 
stand trial as the “mad 
bomber.”

The Missouri Highway Com- 
mission submitted a bill of $2,- 
422,281 yesterday to St. Louis 
county for the county’s share of 
right-of-way cost for the Daniel 
Boone Expressway.

“There are bad homes all 
over the country despite regu- 
lations,” Fetters said, but he 
added that they probably were 
fewer in the states with strict 
regulations.

As in the 1955 gen- 
eral election the governing Con- 
servative party did not contest 
the seat. The result increased 
Labor’s seats in Commons to 
279 and left the Liberals with 
only 5. 

The Conservatives, with 340 
members, now have an over- 
all majority of 54, including an 
independent who always votes 
with the Conservatives but not 
the Conservative Speaker, who 
normally does not vote. 

Swing From Conservatives. 

Labor’s other victory yester- 
day showed a new, sizable swing 
away from Prime Minister Mac- 
millan’s Conservatives. 

Results announced today for 
the voting at Wednesbury gave 
Laborite John Stonehouse 22,- 
235 votes to 9999 for Conserva- 
tive Peter Tapsell, formerly a 
member of ex-Prime Minister 
Eden’s personal staff. Michael 
Wade, an independent who 
campaigned on the issue of the 
high cost of living, got 3529 
votes. 

The voting came only two 
weeks after the Conservatives 
lost a seat to a Laborite in 
London’s North Lewisham dis- 
trict. . 

Yesterday’s balloting was 
considerably lighter than it was 
in the 1955 general election, but 
most of those who stayed home 
apparently were Conservatives. 
The Laborite vote dropped less 
than 4000, from 26,064 given 
the winner Stanley Evans in the 
1955 general election. The Con- 
servative vote dropped 7121 
from 17,120 in 1955.

SAFETY PUT UP 


10 OPERATORS 


Some Places in Jeffer-' 


son County Fail to 
Protect Patients, Of- 
ficial Says. 


Nursing home operators in 
Missouri must “answer to their 
own consciences” as to whether 
their institutions are safe for 
their aged residents, a meeting 
at Hillsboro was told yesterday 

Calling for major fire-safety 
measures at nursing homes, W 
A. LaBrier a member of the 
Jefferson County Welfare Com- 
mission, declared: ‘Some homes | 
in our county now are not as 
safe as they could be. 

He spoke at a meeting spon- 
sored by the county Health De- 
partment and attended by 2 
nursing home operators and 
state and county officials. All 
eight nursing homes in _ the 
county were represented. 

LaBrier recommended that 
for greatest safety, nursing 
homes should be in one-story 
structures. . 

“If more than one floor is 
necessary,” he said, “such build- 
ings should be @quipped with 
fire doors, inclosed stairways 
and other measures to prevent 
the sprea#i of fire. 

“I have been told by a fire 
expert that a sprinkler system 
is the only sure way to stop a 
fire in a nursing home. This 
presents a problem in rural 
areas where water supplies may 
be inadequate.

Dr. Albert E. Heustis, state 
health commissioner, said to- 
day every nursing home with 
more than four patients is re-| 
quired to obtain a state license | | 
and meet strict regulations on) 
sanitation and patient. care. 


Shortly before the fire at 
Warrenton, Mo., Feb. 17 in 
which 72 persons lost their 
lives, Michigan State Fire Mar- 
shal Arnold C. Renner issued a 
new regulation which prohibits | 
the housing of nursing patients 
on the second floor of wood- 
joist buildings unless an auto 
matie sprinkler system has been 
installed. 

The Michigan law for the 
safe and sanitary operation of 
nursing homes went into effect | 
in 3947. 

One hundred institutions 
failed to get licenses after an 
initial crackdown on them, fol- 
lowing passage of the law. Since 
it went into effect, there has 
been only one major disaster— 
a fire in a home at Watervliet, 
in which nine died. Inyestiga- 
tion showed panic among super- 
visors was at least partly re- 


sponsible. 
Oo Co-operate. 
Dr. Heustis and Marshal Ren- 
ner said they were pleased that 
most of the te’s privately- 


operated, | n homes 
have sprinkler or fire alarm 
systems, added that op- 


co-operated satis- 
factorily in following state reg- 
ulations, 

In the 571 homes in the state, 
there are 12,665 beds. Under a 
separate law, 35 county medical 
facilities’ with 3298 beds are 
operated. 

Asked about the health de- 
partment’s ultimate goal, Dr 
Heustis said: 

“We want these homes to be 
more than storage facilities for 
the aged. We want them to be 
rehabilitation centers. We want 
them to give a humane quality 
of treatment and understand- 
ing for the aged, institutions 
which are a part of the healing 
arts, devoted to public service.” 

The health commissioner said 
he is seeking an additional ap- 
propriation of $40,000 a year 
from the Legislature to provide 
a team of state consultants on 
nursing care; dietetics and other 
phases of nursing home man- 
agement, 

‘Fussy About Homes.’ 

“We're pretty. fussy about 
these homes,” Renner said. 
“We have to be. We know a 
fire in these homes can be bad 
when patients are elderly or 
even bed-ridden. While we've 
been fortunate in escaping ma- 
= disasters, we hold our 

reath when we hear of a con- 
valescent home fire until we’re 
sure it’s not in Michigan.” 

Michigan’s present regulation 
has a two-fold coverage. The 
health department sets rules for 
plumbing, water supplies, toi- 
lets, septic tanks and patient 
care. Homes for example must 
have one attendant for every 
eight patients during the day 
shift and one for every 15 pa- 
tients at night. 


The fire marshal has a slid- 
ing scale of rules for homes of 
various sizes. Larger homes 
must have the furnace in a fire- 
proof room with a fire door, a 
cement plaster ceiling, a fire 
alarm system, marked exits and 
doors that open outward. 
Smaller homes are required to 
have at least a protective céil- 
ing over the furnace but’no 
necessarily a fire alarm system. 


“We do all we can to make 
sure the homes are reasonably 
safe,” said Fire Marshall Sgt. 
Thomas K. Tobin, “We try to 
discourage the use of old man- 
sion-type residences which may 
be ideal as far as space is.con- 
cerned but often unsatisfactory 
as to fire hazards.” 


Annual Licenses. 

Licenses are issued on an an- 
uiual basis, costing $1 per bed 
and not exceeding $20 for one 
nursing home. Provisional li- 
censes afe issued to homes 
which are needed, but do not 
meet full health and safety 
standards. These temporary 
licenses expire after three 
years, during which the home 
must come up to state standards 
if a regular license is to be 


issued. Otherwise it must go 


out of business. 

The license fees are low be- 
eause Michigan officials recog- 
nize that most homes are run by 
individuals who are not wealthy, 
in a hazy field where public 
service and private profit are 
joined. 

“A great deal of work must be 
done to have a system we will 
consider admirable,” Dr. Heus- 

“We realize that for 
the private operator this is often | 
a business. We feel that homes 
must, however, be more than 
a business. If the operators 
can make a dollar too, that’s 
splendid.”

Still a Hazard 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The latest in a series of state- 
ments released for the AEC con- 
cerning the danger to mankind from 
the fallout of radioactive strontium 
was typical of the cavalier treatment 
this vital subject has received. 

Objections to AEC releases on the 
subject of strontium-90 can be sum- 

marized as follows: 

1. The safe level of strontium-90 
cannot be determined accurately 
when a large and variable population 
living in a heterogeneous environ- 
ment is being considered. A large 
safet#efactor of at least 10 and per- 
haps 100 should be incorporated into 
any fixed safe level. 

All the information on the 
strontium-90 hazard should be made 
available so that the: general popu- 
lace can make an informed decision 
on the continuance of H-bomb test- 


ing. 

The latest AEC release has in it 
material which should be examined 
in the light of these objections. The 
most serious criticism is of the first 
paragraph of the news report, which 
apparently represents the conclusion 
of the study: “No Evidence of Any- 
one Being in Danger at the Present 


. Time.” 


How can such a statement be made 
dn a report which goes on to say 
“the scientists made no independent 
estimate of a safe level of stron- 
tium-90 in the human body’? How 
can one decide that any level of con- 
centration presents “no danger” 
when the magnitude of a dangerous 
concentration has not been estab- 
lished? 

We also find in this report evi- 
dence of the extreme variability 
which hampers the establishing of 
such a safe level. The case of a man 
whose strontium-90 content was 75 


' times the average is presented. How 
» can one seriously contemplate ap-

even 100 of an arbitrary safe level 
when such tremendous fluctuations 
are possible? 

Finally, the news article does not 
mention the age of the cases studied 
and this is crucial. Again referring 
to. the research upon which the 
article was based we find that almost 
all, 540 out of 600, were older than 
10 years and a majority were adults. 

Adults are not adding calcium and 
therefore strontium-90 to their 
skeletons at a very significant rate. 
Their bone structure was established 
before the atmosphere became laden 
with this man-made product. The 
danger of strontium-90 is chiefly 
one to growing children Who are

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Not Beyond Inquiry 


The Missouri Conservation Commission is in 
a specially protected position against political 
interference, and the Post-Dispatch has always 
defended that position. Nevertheless, the com- 
mission is not beyond legislative investigation, 
and House Concurrent Resolution No. 8 calls 
for such an inquiry. The resolution was ap- 
proved this week by a House committee. 

Introduced by Representative Allen L. Barker 
of Poplar Bluff, the resolution would authorize 
a special investigative commission of 14 mem- 
bers, divided equally between Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, with four Democrats and three Re- 
publicans from each chamber, This group would 
inquire into Missouri’s conservation policies, 
with special reference to fiscal matters. 

While Representative Barker has been a critic 
of the Conservation Commission, his resolution 
differs from the usual attacks on that agency. 
It contains no broadside, nor ariy charge of mis- 
management. It merely notes that there has 
been criticism, arid concludes that the public 
should be able to find out what is going on. 

This is considerably different from the “meat- 
hound” attempts against conservation in the 
past.’ Those legislative efforts were aimed ejther 
at enforcing changes in wildlife and manage- 
ment policies, or at opening the commission it- 
self to political control. The ‘“meat-hound” 
label cannot be made to stick against a bi-par- 
tisan investigation, particularly before it starts 
or comes to any conclusions. 

The State Constitution establishes the Con- 
servation Comnfission as a four-man bipartisan 
board, and guarantees its revenues from hunting 
and fishing licenses and other sources. This 
effectively prevents legislative meddling, which 
in the past has led to uninformed and some- 
times selfish attacks. 

But the commission is not so independent a 
realm of government that it is beyond questjon. 
And in the last year or so sportsmen have been 
asking questions about game management and 
cover restoration policies, about high-handed 
conduct by some game wardens, and about how 
their money is spent. 

If the criticisms are unfounded, as they may 
be, the Conservation Commission should wel- 
come an opportunity to make its case to all Mis- 
souri. An objective inquiry should bring the 
agency closer to the people it serves, and might 
help to improve its operation. And if the pro- 
posed inquiry is not objective, that -fact will 
quickly be apparent. Then the “meat-hound” 
label might apply. 
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Mr. Gibbons Goes to Harvard 


That was interesting news about Harold J. 
Gibbons, president of the Teamsters Union 
hereabouts, going to Harvard as a representative 
of labor in a seminar to be held in our nation’s 
oldest academic grove. No telling what the 
consequences may be and accordingly we all 
may await the results with no little eagerness. 

Somehow this reminds us of the story of how 
Heywood Broun became a Socialist. It was told 
by Broun himself years afterward in his New 
York newspaper column, “It Seems to Me.” Now 
it has just been retold in a new book, “Ameri- 
can Radicals: Some Problems and Personali- 
ties,” edited by Harvey Goldberg. 

At Harvard, callow undergraduate Broun, class 
of 1910, enrolled in a course in economic theo- 
ries taught by an arch-conservative on the facul- 
ty, Thomas Nixon Carver. The professor out- 
lined the theories of the radicals, even invited 
some of them into the class to expound their 
views. This was not deemed too risky a thing 
to do since regularly in the spring semester 
Prof. Carver made it his business to take over 
and demolish all the arguments of the radical 
theorists. 

But that spring the Boston Red Sox com- 
manded young Heywood Broun’s attention and 
he did not hear any of the rebuttal. As he re- 
membered it: “Tris Speaker was batting .348 
and Carver wasn’t hitting the size of his hat.'I 
went out into the world the fervent follower of 
all things red, including the Boston Red Sox.” 

And so we note.with just a bit of excitement 
the venture of Mr. Gibbons of our city through 
the gate whose arch bears the historic word, 
“Veritas.” Something surely will happen. We 
do not pretend to know what it will be, but we 
do remember Heywood Broun. 
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Good Place for Speed 


The Senate deserves commendation on the 
dispatch with which it is handling President 
Eisenhower's nomination of Circuit Judge Ran- 
dolph H. Weber of Poplar Bluff to be a Federal 
District Judge at St. Louis. 

The appointment wag made by the White 
House, Feb, 4. In less than three weeks it has 
gone through the Senate Judiciary Subcommit- 
tee and the Judiciary Committee itself, which 
has reported unanimously in favor of confirma- 
tion. Now the nomination proceeds to the floor 
where approval is certain. j 

Part of the credit for this goes to Senator 
Hennings of Missouri who is a member of the 
committee. Inasmuch as the vacancy has ex- 


. isted since the death of Judge Hulen last July, 


the sooner Judge Weber can enter upon his 
duties the better. 


Another Voice for U.N. Aid ~ 

If and when American policy for the Middle 
East emerges from a crisis atmosphere, and 
thoughtful, long-range plans become possible, 
the State Department might find some useful 
counsel in a report by Hamilton Fish Armstrong 
to the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 

Mr. Armstrong, who is editor of the magazine 
Foreign Affairs, went to Lebanon, Jordan and 
Iraq to study foreign aid for the committee. 
The essence of his report appears to be that 
American aid can be of maximum effect in the 
Middle East if it takes the form of participation 
in United Nations loans, conditioned upon spe- 
cific behavior calculated to build peace and 
stability. 

Thus he suggests a 10-year U.N. loan to Israel 
which would take the place of direct aid by the 
United States, provided Israel resettles some of 
the Arab refugees as its contribution to the 
solution of one basic problem in Arab-Israeli 
relations, Jordan would get similar aid if it 
took responsibility for some of the refugees on 
its territory. And other Arab states would be 
aided in working out co-operative plans of 
regional development in return for agreeing to 
live on peaceful terms with Israel. Water re- 
sources development on the Jordan, a truck 
highway linking the Mediterranean and the 
Persian gulf, Nile river development and a pipe- 
line across Turkey are suggested as les of 
aegional co-operation. 

Mr. Armstrong adds a powerful voice in sup- 
port of the view that American foreign aid 
should be channeled to the greatest possible de- 
gree through international agencies. But will the 
State Department tisten? Will Congress listen? 
It is often assumed that Congress would not 
approve any foreign aid which does not carry 
a conspicuous American flag. Yet if the inter- 
‘nationalizing of assistance markedly increases 
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its effectiveness, and removes all suspicion of 
national or “imperialistic” aims, is it not better 


to spend the money that way than to spend it’ 


inefficiently? , wit

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Fruitful Talks With Mollet 

Formal eommuniques are not always an. ac- 
curate index to the outcome of-diplomatic con- 
sultations, but the circumstances do seem to jus- 
tify the cheerful note struck by the statement of 
President Eisenhower and Premier Mollet on 
their three-day conference. 

The mere fact that the conference was ex- 
tended a day beyond the time originally planned 
is a good sign. Judging by the increasingly hope- 
ful indications, of an Israeli agreement to com- 
plete withdrawal Egypt, the Eisenhower- 
Mollet talks may have contributed substantially 
to a solution of that knotty problem. If so, the 
conference was worth while on that score alone. 

It was needed, however, for other and broad- 
er seasons as well. Ever since French and Amer- 
ican policy began to diverge over the Suez canal 
—a disagreement culminating in the disastrous 
British-French military adventure there and its 
condemnation by the United States—a serious 
effort to improve understanding between Paris 
and Washington has heen in order. And since 
Secretary Dulles appeared to have lost the con- 
fidence of French leaders, this effort had to be 
undertaken at the “summit” level. 

As even the best of friends are bound to have 
differences, it would be too much to expect 
France and the United States to follow a com- 
mon policy on every international problem. But 
the two nations are and must be inseparable 
allies in Western Europe. Therefore they need 
always to seek the common. approach, to culti- 
vate complete frankness with each other, and 
when they cannot agree to understand. The 
Eisenhower-Mollet meeting -was a success if it 


contributed to these aims, as it appears to have . 


done. 

Not all the wounds of the Suez crisis have 
been healed. But it is appropriate that the state- 
ment of the two leaders should reaffirm U.N. 
declarations for free transit through the canal 
and call attentfén to the users’ treaty rights to 
definite guarantees of free transit. This is a re- 
minder that the United States, once the canal 
is cleared, will have to be just as severe in 
pressing Egypt to provide such guarantees as it 
was in pressing Britain, France and Israel to 
undo their attack on Egypt. 

The President next confers with Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan in Bermuda. If by the time 
those talks begin Israel is out of Egypt and the 
canal on the way to being reopened, some more 
long strides should be possible toward a 
strengthened Atlantic community.

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Experts Agree on Rat Control 

The case for the Tucker Administration’s rat 
control ordinance has been markedly strength- 
ened by the public aldermanic hearing. 

Professional health and sanitation authorities 
——federal, state and local—strongly support the 
bill which would give Dr. J. Earl Smith, St. 
Louis health commissioner, discretionary power 
in the re-inspection of rat-proofed buildings. This 
also has the support of community rehabilitation 
people. Its chief opponent is the community re- 
lations director of the Teamsters’ union. And 
zealous as he may be for the health of the pub- 
lic, this is a professional matter in which profes- 
sional guidance must be given great weight. 

It was made clear at the aldermanic hearing 
by representatives of the United States Public 
Health Service and the Missouri Division of 
Health that they recommended the pending 
measure to local authorities after a survey made 
in 1955. | 
, Rat-proofing and re-inspection constitute only 
one phase of rat control, said Glenn J. Hopkins 
of the federal agency. They are not effective in 
themselves, and the local ‘health department 
should be enabled to use available manpower 
to the best advantage. Hopkins added that he 
knows “of no other city where discretionary au- 
thority is not granted the health commissioner 
on rat-proofing.” Similar testimony was heard 
from Wesley Smith of the state health agency 
and from Commissioner Smith. 

It is hard to believe that these public health 
career men would solidly and strongly back a 
measure calculated to lower community health 
safeguards. If they were to do so, it would be 
time to get some new public health officials. 
Rat control is so important to the welfare of 
the community that a lax attitude toward if, or 
any evasion of the Health Commissioner’s re- 


sponsibility to deal vigorously with it, cannot 


be forgiven.

Alaska, a Neglected Colony

Treaty of cession from Russia 90 years ago pledged inhabitants 
all the rights of American citizens; still Alaska pays taxes 
for roads it does not get, struggles with a crippled judiciary.

Ninety years ago, in the Treaty of 
Cession by which we bought Alaska 
from Russia, the United States pledged 
that “the inhabitants of the ceded ter- 
ritory ... shall be admitted to the en- 
joyment of all the rights, advantages 
and immunities of citizens of the 
United States.” Alaska’s history has 
been one of neglect by a distant and 
uninterested Federal Government. 


While four presidential administra- 
tions and eight Congresses came and 
went, it was not 
possible in Alaska 
fora hopeful set- 
tler to acquire title 
to a square foot of 
land. 

The lovelorn 
could not marry; 
no injured party 
could secure re- 
dress except by his 
own acts; crime 
could not be pun- 
ished. 

Finally, in 1884, 
Congress decided 
to give Alaska an 
Organic Act. It ee, 
proved almost -worthless. Application 
of land laws was specifically forbidden, 
thus preventing settlement. Grand and 
petit juries were not legally possible. 
Establishment of a legislature was de- 
nied. 

The demand for a legislature, such 
as every other territory had had from 
its birth, was finally granted in 1912. 


Still the Legislature was forbidden 
to enact any basic land laws—a lament- 
able omission in an area crying for 
settlement. Management of Alaska’s 
natural resources, the fisheries and 
wildlife, was kept under federal control. 
Alaskans were forbidden to create coun- 
ties. 


Alaska was excluded from the fed- 
eral aid highway legislation enacted 
in 1916. As a result Alaska has only a 
negligible road mileage. 


The Mariti Act of 1920 provided 
that all areas, foreign and domestic, ex- 
cept Alaska, were permitted to use 
interchangeably American or foreign 
rail or ‘marine carriers to transport 
freight across the country and beyond. 
Alaska was forced to use the rail and 
shipping services in and out of Seattle 
only, and denied the more convenient 
and far less costly use of nearer Ca- 
nadian ports. 

In consequence a number of bud- 
ding industries in Alaska were put 
out of business. The creation of others 
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has been foreclosed ever since. The 
Alaska legislators deemed this discrim- 
ination violative of the commerce: 
clause of the Constitution, which spe- 
cifically forbids giving preference to 
one port over another. 


The Supreme Court, before which it 
finally came, declared that the action 
of Congress was clearly discriminatory, 
but that the Court could discover no 
prohibition in the Constitution of dis- 
crimination against a territory, and 
that the fathers, in drawing up the 
Constitution, did not visualize exten. 
sion of its provisions “to ports of entry 
of colonial dependencies.” 


The Jones Act and its accompa- 
niments of federal bureaucratic action 
have burdened all Alaskans with the 
highest freight rates in the world. 


Administration of justice, the corner- 
stone of a free society, continues to 
suffer gravely. The lower-court judges 
are still unsalaried; the discredited fee 
system provides only one tenth of the 
judges a living wage. The number of 
judges remains the same as it was 58 
years ago when the population was less 
than a third of its present size. 


Alaska’s greatest natural resource, 
salmon, is being destroyed: President 
Eisenhower for three suecessive years 
has had to proclaim Alaska’s fishing 
communities disaster areas. ! 

In neighboring British Columbia and 
in the states of Washington and Ore- 
gon the salmon industry is thriving 
and growing. 

The major party. platforms have 
pledged statehood to Alaska—the Dem- 
ocratic in.1948 and both the Democratic 
and the Republican in 1952 and 1956: 

Gen. Eisenhower, in a ringing public 
address in Denver in 1950, declared: 
“Quick admission of Alaska and Ha- 
waii to statehood will show the world 
that America practices what it 
preaches.” But after taking the pres- 
idential office, he dropped espousal of 
Alaskan statehood and urged statehood 
for Hawaii only. 


This reversal Alaskans attributed to 
President Eisenhower’s close friend 
and trusted adviser, Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, chairman of the board of the 
Continental Can Co., one of whose 
principal customers is the Alaska 
canned-salmon industry. 


In contrast, public epinion in the 
United States overwhe y supports 
statehood for Alaska. 

Every congressional committee which 
has studied statehood for Alaska-has 
returned a favorable report.

FOR LOVE OF MARTHA, by Marjorie 
Winter. (Messner, 191 pgs., $3.) 


This new and engrossing book is very 
timely in view of the recent publicity 
on adoption rackets which have erupted 
in various parts of the country and 
have even become the subject of in- 
quiry by a Senate committee. The vol- 
ume is splendidly written and Mrs. 
Winter’s style is lucid and forceful. 
Weaving the tale around-a personal ex- 
perience, Mrs. Winter keeps the reatier 
in suspense and suspended fear that 
she and her husband will lose the child 
they adopted and grew to love.

But in the 
Same game a ‘traveling con- 
scious” official could make as 
many important calls that 
don’t show in the box-score. 


Of Time and Space. 

HEN the final total of 

fouls is even, that doesn’t 

mean they were equal at 
every stage of the contest. 
And how unequal they may 
have been at any given mo- 
ment is another influencing 
factor. 

It is not unusual to chaieve 
a succession of fouls against 
one team. One team using a 
zone defense and the other 
team pressing could cause an 
unbalance. A pressing defense 
inclines to increase the num- 
ber of fouls on a pressing 
team,'if the press is played 
very hard. 

If the foul totals are un- 
equal at any given stage of 
the game, this also may have 
an effect beyond the simple 
number of free throw oppor- 
tunities offered.

of the liveliest items in the economy. But builders are warned 

to watch the course of contract awards in the next few weeks 
to see whether the big industrial building boom is hitting its 
peak. 


Washington now looks for industrial con- 
struction to rise about 5 per cent over 1956, a. 
notable tapering off from the 30 per cent gain 
last year over 1955. 

Demand for ether types of construction— 
highways, schools and the like—will keep the 
supply of structural steel tight, and may delay 
some industrial building plans. Building costs 
went up 5 per cent last year and may rise 3 per 
cent more in 1957—which also could affect 
business building plans. Higher costs of financ- 
ing the expansion program could be another 
damper. 

Figures out this week show that total construction contracts 
awarded in January were 4 per cent over the same month last 
year, with manufacturing companies chalking up the biggest 
gains. This reversed a declining trend in the final months of 1956. 


COMMERCIAL CONSTRUCTION AWARDS—office build- 
ings, stores—also rose in January. Public works awards declined 
in January from year ago levels. But a reversal of this is expected 
later in the year as school and road programs get under way. 
Tight supplies of structural steel may hamper some building 
plans, the Association of State Planning and Development Agen- 
cies was warned by Department of Commerce officials at a Wash- 
ington meeting this week. The officials added that the price of 
steel had moved up since last November more than the depart- 
ment had expected. 


THE STEEL INDUSTRY, JUST LIKE EVERYONE else, is 
feeling the rising costs of industrial building and of equipping 
plants. Russell L. Peters, chairman of the finance committee of 
Inland Steel, points out that it now costs three and one-half 
times the original price to replace a steel mill built 25 years 
ago. The industry is trying to increase capacity to produce 
structural and other types of steel, he adds, but it is handicapped 
by the high costs. 


PETERS ALSO TAKES THE OCCASION OF A TALK to the 
Los Angeles Society of Security Analysts to stress the steel in- 
dustry’s demand for a revision of the tax laws. The industry 
wants depreciation allowances to be based on current replace- 
ment costs rather than on the original cost. Many industries are 
turning to new financing to get funds for expansion and to 
bolster their warking capital, which has been pinched by rising 
costs of doing business. A record total of almost 11 billion dol- 
lars of securities was marketed for cash by corporations in the 
United States last year, the Securities and Exchange Commission 
reports. '

DD stationery is paper and envelopes which do not 
: 0 match. It is the remains of matching paper and en- 
: velopes where the paper was used up ahead of the 
‘ envelopes, or the envelopes were used up ahead of the 
‘ paper. Odd stationery includes letter paper and envelopes 
- marked with telephone numbers which have been changed 
‘ and the numbers of houses in which persons no longer 
' live. In some cases it bears the names of persons of an 
; older generation of the family who have passed on. Odd 
: stationery is stamped envelopes which were inclosed for 
‘ return but were not returned. The name of the person 
- or firm or corporation or charity to which it was to have 
- been returned is marked on the envelope, but it can be 
' scratched off. 


Not to be overlooked in a summary of odd letter paper 
‘ are the pages of foolscap or leaves from a note book with 
. holes through them. They indicate that the person writing 
: the letter did not feel like leaning over to get the box

What Young People Think | 
“1 Teen Views on College Education. 


Majority Want to Go, but Only a Few Favor Science or Engineering

N overwhelming number of 


A their hearts set on a college 
education, but most of them 
seem oblivious to the crying 
need for technicians and engi- 
neers in this geophysical year 
which gives promise to usher- 
ing in an exciting age of speed 
and space. 

To keep up with the need 
for trained technicians and elec- 
tronics experts, industries every 
day flood the newspapers and 
other communications media 
with desperate pleas for help. 
Perhaps in no other area of 
our economy are inviting ca- 
reers so plentiful and new pros- 
pects so few. 

But for some reason or other, 
high school students in alarm- 
ing mumbers have not attuned 
their educational plans to the 
coming space age. They either 
fail to realize or refuse to be- 
lieve that thousands of good 
paying jobs go begging for re- 
cruits each year in the electron- 
ics and engineering fields. 

Why is it that our young 
people have turned a deaf ear 
to the entreaties of industry and 
worried government officials? 
y the educational de- 
sire is not lacking. College is 
a major item in the dreams of 
almost all teen-agers. 


Our survey of high school 
students in 90 cities and towns 
across the land shows that seven 
out of 10 boys and six out of 
10 girls want, plan and expect 
to go to college. 

This doesn’t mean that any- 
where near this number will 
eventually wind up wearing 
freshman beanies and lining up 
at campus book-stores. If all 
teen-agers who wanted to go 
to college had their wishes 
comeé true, the nation’s camp- 
uses would be completely 
swamped. 

As many high school gradu- 
ates discovered to their dismay 
last June, most of the nation’s 
campuses, big and small, are at 
or near the saturation point 
right now. This means that the 
potential freshman is finding 
it more and more difficult to 
get accepted into the schoo! of 
his choice—and in some cases 
into any school. 

But overcrowded conditions 
can’t be blamed for all the 
punctured collegiate dreams of 
modern youth. Many aspirants 
come a cropper on their high 
school report cards. A recent 
survey of college admissions 
officers shows that 61.5 per 
cent of freshman class appli- 
cants were turned down be- 


the nation’s teen-agers have - 


cause of low grades. 

Were they stupid? No, mostly 
just lazy. The same survey re- 
vealed that of those rejected 


only 13 A vy cent lacked the in- 
tellectu ability needed to 
make good in college. They had 
the brains, perhaps, but not the 
will power. , 

Perhaps this accounts for the 
fact that out of the overwhelm- 
ing number of high school stu- 
dents who want to go to college 
only six per cent of the boys 


and less than one per cent of 
the girls expressed an interest 
in pursuing a career as a tech- 
nician. It’s ironical that the ca- 
reer offering the most oppor- 
tunities and one so desperately 
needed for the continued 
growth of our economy drew 
the least interest ratio among 
our young people. 
- * #* 

HE statistics are almost as 
T depressing in the engineer- 

ing field, where college- 
trained men—and women too, 
particularly in the electronics 
lines—are urgentiy needed to 
create and build the props on 
which this jet-age world leans. 
Only nine per cent of the boys 
and two per cent of the girls 
showed any enthusiasm for an 
engineering career. 

But, you may ask, if so many 
want to go to college, what do 
they plan to study? 

The majority—53 per cent of 
the boys and 73 per cent of the 
girls—hope to follow a general 
course of study in a diversified 
liberal. arts curriculum. Their 
reasons for this choice are cer- 
tainly not lacking in merit. 


@ “This is the only way to get 


a wide education in many 
fields,” said an 18-year-old sen- 
for whose interest was in the 
humanities courses. 

“A liberal education,” added 
an aspirant eo-ed, “is valuable 
the rest of one’s life.” 

The traditional professions, 


like law and medicine, and the 
classical arts, like music, paint- 
ing and literature, attracted 
their share of enthusiasts. If 
youth has its way, the nation 
will not be long lacking in law- 
yers, doctors, composers and 
novelists. Specialized education 
in the arts and professions was 
the choice of 38 per cent of the 
boys and 25 per cent of the 
girls. 

Again, their reasons were ad- 
mirable. “I’m going to be a 
doctor,” said a 15-year-old boy, 
“that hag been my main inter- 
est since I was a kid.” Or this 
from a young lady who definite- 
ly knows where she’s going: 
“The college I’ve chosen has a 
wonderful music department. I 
plan to study singing and piano 
as my major, with com 
as a minor. It will be h 
work, but I love it.” 

Perhaps the picture is not as 
gloomy as the bare figures in- 
dicate No doubt a number of 
engineers and other specialists 
will come from the ranks of lib- 
eral arts graduates who go on 
to specialization. 

It is interesting to note that 
only a very small percentage of 
those not planning to go to col- 
lege have any intention of get- 
ting additional training .beyond 
high school. 

This, of course, is another 
blow for industry. Many ex- 
cellent technological jobs do 
not require college training but 
do call for additional technical 
school work after high school. 

Only 10 per cent of the boys 
and 16 per cent of the girls not 
dreaming of college expressed 
an interest in further schooling 
after graduating from high 
school. And, among the girls, 
shorthand and secretarial train- 
ing tended to swell the figures. 
The white collar careers, though 
diminishing rapidly in populari- 
ty among the boys, still have a 
wide attraction for the girls. 


Fix It Yourself

Insulating Heating Plants. 
OST basements are kept 
M more or less warm in win- 
ter from the heat loss from 
the boiler or furnace. If you 


have a game room or 
workshop in’ the basement, 
this is fine but if the 


space is just used for storage 
purposes you are wasting your 
money by keeping it warm. The 
thing to do is to insulate the 
heating plant to prevent exces- 
sive heat loss. 

A boiler can be insulated 
with some asbestos cement and 
chicken wire. First, clean, the 
outside of the boiler with a stiff 
wire brush to remove dirt, rust 
and any scales. Now, with the 
boiler warm but not hot, apply 
a coat of asbestos cement. s 
material comes in bags and is 
ynixed with water for use. Ap- 
ply the asbestos cement with a 
trowel and allow the coating to 
be about one inch thick. 

When this first coat begins to 
harden, cut grooves in it with 
the trowel so that there will be 
a good bond for the second 
coat. The next step is to apply 
the chicken wire, which acts as 
reinforcement. This can be 
wrapped around the boiler and 
fastened to fittings with wire. 
Over the chicken wire goes an- 
other one-inch coating of as- 
bestos cement. 


A warm-air furnace is best 
insulated with asbestos paper, 
which you can buy at hardware 
and heating stores or through 
mail-order houses. The paper 
is wrapped around the furnace 
and then held in place by wire, 
which must be wrapped around 
the furnace. It’s best to use 
about three layers of paper. 
Areas which cannot be effec- 
potty, Sipe be with the paper 
can coated with a one-inch 
thickness of asbestos cement.

Love Comes ‘Again fo Plain Katie Hepburn 


ATHARINE HEPBURN, at a time in life (she’s 47) when 
other star movie actresses are struggling desperately 
to keep that old jaw line firm and eliminate those nose 
to mouth creases and laugh wrinkles by soft focus, is blos- 
soming out stronger than ever. She's 
making a new career playing plain spin- 
sters assiduously avoided by males up to 
her middle age and upon whom the sun of 
love suddenly shines. 

In “African Queen” she was the mission- 
ary woman loathed by Humphrey Bogart 
during their river Odyssey until he suc- 
eumbed. In “Summertime,” she was the astringent, cheery, 
and love-starved secretary caught in the romantic glow of 
Venice. Now in “THE RAINMAKER,” the warm film adapta- 
tion of N. Richard Nash’s stage comedy, she is a ranch girl 
who is pert as all get-out while her pa and two brothers are 
around, but who freezes up whenever an eligible male bandy- 
legs it over the parched horizon. She needs a rascally con- 
man to convince her by his high-flying fancy talk that she 


isn’t plain, that she really can ¥ beautiful if she will only 
think so. 5 


There’s a lot to this philosophy in the funny and rather 
charming film, at the FOX THEATER. Take Miss Hepburn 
herself. The other night I saw, on late TV, a showing of 
“A Bill of Divorcement,” the 1933 film in which Katy made 
her motion-picture debut opposite John Barrymore. Miss 
Hepburn then had all the advantages of youth, but actually, 
outside of a certain clean-cut aristocratic manner and the 
famous reedy voice, she had little to distinguish her. Now 
she is a mite leathery and shows her freckles. She never 
was buxom and sometimes she seems gaunt. But with her 
refined bone lines in her face, the development of charac- 
ter and her vast improvement as an actress, she is many 
times as attractive as when she was half her age. And when 
she is called upon to become beautiful by that inner glow, 
she can and does. 


In the old days, the film wallflower, actually a beautiful 
babe, gave brief deference to the acting art by using heavy 
spectacles, absence of makeup and a severe hair-do to show 
she was plain. To blossom out as a beauty, she threw the 
glasses as far as she could, slapped on the lipstick and eye- 
shadow, let her beautiful tresses fall and wore a low-cut 
gown. In this Katy, does let her hair down in the crisis, 
but for the rest it’s pure good acting. As did the gifted 
Geraldine Page on the stage, she makes a great thing of the 
role. Her spunk in the face of the well-meant goadings of 
her father and brothers to save herself from being an old 
maid, her mimicking of the wiles of feather-brained girls 
who always got their men, the pathos and the tart humor 
are all there. Katy does a bang-up job, and well deserves 
her Academy Award nomination. 


The comedy is a first-rate one, written for the screen 
by Nash and directed by Joseph Anthony, who directed the 
stage play. It is humorous and warm-hearted. I didn’t par- 
ticularly care for Burt Lancaster as the glib con-man, Star- 
buck, who promises to bring rain to the drouth-stricken 
ranch for $100. He isn’t relaxed enough. There is too much 
of the forced devil-may-care about him, a sort of manufac- 
tured bravado which is too theatrical. Cameron Prud’homme, 
Wendell Corey, Lloyd Bridges and Earl Holliman are all 
excellent in the other roles. 
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The second feature at the Fox is good enough to have 
deserved a better spot. It is “THREE BRAVE MEN,” based 
on the actual case of the discharge of Abraham Chasanow, 
veteran Navy Department employe, as a security risk, based 
on a skimpy investigation, and the long fight for his rein- 
statement and to prove the charges false.

Dean Jagger is 
the Assistant Secretary of the Navy who rules on the case, 
and Frank Lovejoy is the head of the hearing board. 

But, though the picture is intelligent, earnest and sin- 
cere, and engenders a moment or two of poignancy over the 
way Bernie’s friends come to his support, its careful objec- 
tivity hampers it. It could have used more fire and emotion 
to become more telling. Actually, it was stupid and inex- 
cusable on the part of the Navy Department almost to wreck 
a man’s career merely on the basis of unfounded and ma- 
licious gossip from his petty enemies, unearthed in a hasty 
and incompetent investigation. But the picture, anxious to 
please everyone ends up even giving the undersecretary 
responsible for the original mistake a pat on the back.

Then 
more time should be allowed for it and something less 
worth-while be skipped in preference to speech. There are 
complaints about the poor reading we are doing in school 
nowadays. Again, reading leads to the use of oral English, 
or it should. However, silent reading is stylish and it can 
be said, too, that this is a very easy way out for teacher 
and pupil.

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Author Tells How She Decided to Leave Europe but Was Too Late; Wept at Farewell Speech

OR days several hundred re- 

porters and photographers 

were deployed around the 
Villa Lou Viel like a besieging 
army. My hosts, the Herman 
Rogerses, were followed wher- 
ever they went. The eavesdrop- 
ping on the telephone became 
so bad that the French Foreign 
Office in Paris sent down two 
of its own operators to the 
Cannes exchange to handle tel- 
ephone traffic with the villa. 

On Sunday there were a 
number of telephone calls from 
David at the Fort. At first he 
seemed more optimistic, more 
sure of regaining control of the 
situation, Prime Minister Bald- 
win had consented to his con- 
sulting Winston Churchill, and 
the two had dined together at 
the Fort Friday evening. Mr. 
Churchill and Lord Beaver- 
brook were working in close 
harmony. 

Despite David's reassurances, 
it was becoming tragically clear 
that the balance was tipping 
toward abdication. Perry 
Brownlow was in despair. 

“As I see it now,” he said, 
“there is only one possible way 
of stopping this dreadful drift. 
It is for you to renounce the 
King.”’ 

Perry was convinced that 
only a strong and unequivocal 
public statement of this inten- 
tion would stave off the abdica- 
tion. But I was not altogether 
persuaded by Perry’s reasoning. 
More than a public disavowal 
on my part would be needed to 
restrain David. I would have 
to count on his solicitude for 
me. 

My only hope was to make 
him realize that the price of 
marriage would not be just the 
forfeiture of the throne. The 
final cost would include as well 
the destruction of my reputa- 
tion. 

If I left undone anything 
within my power to prevent his 
abdicating, I knew I could nev- 
er again look into the mirror 
of my conscience. 

Perry and Herman helped me 
prepare this statement: 

“Mrs. Simpson’ throughout 
the last few weeks has invari- 
ably wished to avoid any action 
or proposal which would h 
or damage His Majesty or the 
throne. 

“Today her attitude is un- 
changed, and she is willing, if 
such action would solve the 
problem, to withdraw forthwith 
from a situation that has been 
rendered both unhappy and un- 
tenable.” 

On Monday afternoon, Dec. 
7, I telephone David at the Fort 
to tell him of my decision and 
to read him the statement. At 
first he was unbelieving, then 
hurt and angry. Then he said 
slowly, “Go ahead, if you wish; 
it won’t make any difference.” 

That evening, at seven o'clock 
Perry gave the statement to 
the press. A terrible weight 
lifted from my mind. That 
night, for the first time since 
leaving the Fort five days be- 
fore, I slept soundly. 
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AWAKENED the next morn- 
| ing, refreshed and hopeful. 
In the afternoon there was 

an agitated telephone call from 
David. The solicitor who had 
handled my divorce, Mr. God- 
dard, was already en route to 
the south of France in Mr. 
Baldwin's official airplane and 
was due to arrive that evening.” 

“I don’t know what his pur- 
pose is,” David warned. “All I 
know is that Baldwin is behind 
it. Don’t be influenced by any- 
thing Goddard says. Better still, 
do not see him at all.” 

I waited in confusion and 
anxiety. About 2:30 a.m. 
Wednesday, Inspector Evans 
brought to Perry a note signed 
by four British correspondents. 
I was a bombshell: 

“Mr. Goddard, the well- 
known lawyer who acts for Mrs. 
Simpson, has arrived at Mar- 
seilles by special plane. He 
brought with him Dr. Kirk- 
wood, the well-known gynecolo- 
gist, and his anaesthetist.” 

Perry went livid with ‘rage, 
exclaiming, “Herman and ° I 
have done everything in our 
power to protect your dignity, 
your good name and peace of 
mind, and the prestige of the 
King. This is the last straw.” 

“Whirling on his heel, and 
saying, “Wallis, I'll deal with 
this,” he rushed out of the villa. 
Confronting the reporters, he 
hotly denied the report and all 
its imputations. 

Mr. Goddard turned up short- 
ly after breakfast time Wednes- 
day. When he unsuspectingly 
telehoned the villa to ask for 
an appointment to see me, 
Perry let him have it. When 
Mr. Goddard finally recovered 
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from the blast and realized its 
cause, the explanation he gave 
added the final touch to ab- 
surdity to this entire episode. 
Mr. Goddard had a weak heart. 
The alleged gynecologist was 
his personal physician, who had 
insisted on being with him on 
so long a flight, and the alleged 
anesthetist was actually one of 
his law clerks. 

It was a chastened Mr. God- 
dard who was ushered into the 
drawing room not long after- 
ward. After apologizing for the 
embarrassment he had in all 
innocence caused me, he got 
down to the reason for his Visit. 
It was to urge me to withdraw 
the divorce action, which would 
not become absolute for another 
five months. If I would do this, 
he explained, all possibility of 
the King’s marriage would fal 
to the ground and the crisis 
would thus be resolved. 

At the same time he pointed 
out that such an action—‘re- 
scission,” I believe, was the 
term he used—would not be 
simple and would take several 
weeks to effect. Furthermore, 
any reinstatement of my peti- 
tion in the future would be 
complicated and “‘possibly some- 
what untidy.” 

“Mr. Goddard,” I said, “any 
question of inconvenience is 
now irrelevant. I will do any- 
thing within my power to keep 
the King on the throne, Do you 
mind if I call in Lord Brown- 
low, the King’s friend, who is 
with me, and ask his advice?” 

“Not at all,” answered the so- 
licitor. 

Perry listened gravely while 
I explained what Mr. Goddard 
had advised me to do. Perry 
was dubious whether such a 
complicated action could be 
initiated in time to affect the 
King’s decision. 

“If the King does abdicate,” 
he concluded, “his object, as we 
all know, will be marriage; and 
for. you to scrap your divorce 
will produce a hopeless anti- 
climax and an all-around trag- 
edy.” 

I knew Perry spoke from the 
heart, but in spite of the logic 
of his argument, I felt that I 
had to try even this uncertain 
expedient. I left the room and 
put a call through to the Fort. 
David was not immediately 
available. A little later, around 
noon, he called back. I told 
him Mr. Goddard was with me 
and that he and I had agreed 
to institute proceedings to with- 
draw my divorce petition.

Answer: There is indeed stich 
a word in English—and it has 
been a part of our tongue at 
least since 1530, according to 
the Oxford dictionary. It means 
to chew, especially to chew 
some substance which is not 
swallowed, such as tobacco. It 
also appears as a noun in such 
phrases as “a chaw of tobacco.” 
The dictionaries variously label 
chaw as “inelegant” or “vulgar” 
but since it is not labeled 
“slang,” E should consider it 
acceptable in a game of Scrab- 
ble.

Answer: A distinction is made 
nowadays between formal and 
informal usage. Formal Eng- 
lish is appropriate for speech- 
es, sermons, serious writing and 
the conversation of educated 
persons—especially when they 
are dealing with topics of a 
serious nature. Informal or, as 
it is sometimes called, “general” 
usage includes ordinary con- 
versation and all writing of a 


nonformal nature — letters, 
newspaper articles and so on.

THE PHRASES “plan to 
come” and “try to come” would 
now be classified as “forrhal” 
while the other phrases — far 
from being “incorrect” — are 
perfectly acceptable in an “in- 
formal” context. It is worth 
noting too that the formulation 
“try and” may be found even 
in the writings of such authors 
as Matthew Arnold. 


Verdict: If you're writing a - 


formal report or addressing a 
serious meeting, use the “try 
to” or “plan to” form. If you're 
chatting with friends, use the 
informal “try and” or “plan 
on.”
